President says plan 
fulfills pledges made 
in his ’08 campaign 

Washington 

President Obama rejected in an 
interview Tuesday the criticism that 
he has compromised too much in 
order to secure health care reform 
legislation, challenging his crit- 
ics to identify any “gap” between 
what he campaigned on last year 
and what Congress is on the verge 
of passing. 

“Nowhere has there been a big- 
ger gap between the perceptions 
of compromise and the realities 
of compromise than in the health- 
care bill,” Obama said in interview 
with The Washington Post about 
his legislative record this year. 
“Every single criteria for reform I 
put forward is in this bill.” 

As the Senate prepares to pass 
its version of health care reform, 
Obama has come under sharp crit- 
icism for the size and shape of the 
legislation, including from the left 
wing of his own party. 

In the interview, Obama offered 


a vigorous defense of the legisla- 
tion, saying he is “not just grudg- 
ingly supporting the bill. I am very 
enthusiastic about what we have 
achieved.” 

He said the Senate legislation 
accomplishes “95 percent” of what 


he called for during his 2008 pres- 
idential campaign and in his Sep- 
tember speech to a joint session 
of Congress. 

In listing those priorities, 
Obama cited the 30 million unin- 
sured Americans projected to 


receive coverage, budget estimates 
of more than $1 trillion in sav- 
ings over the next two decades, a 
“patients’ bill of rights on steroids” 
to protect consumers from being 
dropped by insurance companies 
and tax breaks to help small busi- 
nesses pay to cover employees. 

Those elements are in the House 
and Senate versions of health care 
legislation, whose competing ele- 
ments will have to be reconciled in 
conference committee. The House 
bill includes a public option, the 
government-run plan favored by 
progressive Democrats, but the 
Senate version leaves it out. 

Obama said the public option 
“has become a source of ideologi- 
cal contention between the left and 
right.” But, he added, “I didn’t cam- 
paign on the public option.” 

“We don’t feel that the core ele- 
ments to help the American peo- 
ple have been compromised in any 
significant way,” Obama said. “Do 
these pieces of legislation have 
exactly everything I want? Of 
course not. But they have the things 
that are necessary to reduce costs 
for businesses, families and the 
government.” scott wilson (ap)

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‘Necessity Defense’ 
Fails in Kansas Trial 


Man who admitted 
killing abortion doc 
says act was justified 

Wichita, Kan. 

A judge ruled Tuesday that Kan- 
sas law doesn’t allow a so-called 
“necessity defense” in the trial of 
a man charged with killing one of 
the nation’s few late-term abortion 
providers. 

The decision was another blow 
to lawyers for Scott Roeder, who 
has confessed to shooting Dr. 
George Tiller on May 31 and says 
the shooting was necessary to save 
unborn children. 

In his ruling Judge Warren Wil- 
bert cited a 1993 criminal trespass- 
ing case involving an abortion clin- 
ic in which the Kansas Supreme 


Court said that to allow the per- 
sonal beliefs of a person to justi- 
fy criminal activity to stop a law- 
abiding citizen 
from exercising 
his rights would 
“not only lead to 
chaos but would 
be tantamount to 
sanctioning anar- 
chy.” 

Roeder, 51, is 
charged with one count of pre- 
meditated, first-degree murder 
in Tiller’s death and two counts 
of aggravated assault for alleged- 
ly threatening two ushers during 
the May 31 melee in the foyer of 
the doctor’s church. 

Roeder, who pleaded not guilty, 
confessed to the shooting on Nov. 9, 
telling The Associated Press he had 
no regrets, roxana hegeman (ap)

Police feared terror 
plot during Jackson’s 
trial for molestation 

New York 

Police concerns that media-hun- 
gry terrorists would target Michael 
Jackson’s trial as a “soft target” 
led to a request for federal help, 
according to FBI files kept on the 
late pop star. The documents also 
show that the FBI helped facilitate 
interviews in the Philippines by 
California authorities investigat- 
ing Jackson over allegations that 
he had sexually abused boys. 

The FBI monitored Jackson for 
more than a decade, but the files 
contain no major revelations about 
his private life, and the bureau 
apparently never developed any 
solid evidence against him. 

In 2004, the Santa Maria Police 
Department in California asked 
for FBI “involvement” after Jack- 
son was arrested on suspicion of 
child molestation. Police, accord- 
ing to the FBI, said they believed 
the court case would be a “soft tar- 
get” for terrorism because of the 


“worldwide media coverage” the 
trial would attract. 

The FBI concluded there were 
no threats but did note the pres- 
ence in an early court appearance 
of “The Nation of Islam, repre- 
sented by its security unit Fruits 
of Islam,” and of a New Black Pan- 
ther Party member whose name 
was left blank in the files. Jackson 


used Nation of Islam bodyguards 
during the legal proceedings. 

In March 2004, the Santa Barba- 
ra County district attorney’s office 
reached out to the FBI, seeking help 
in developing a strategy to prose- 
cute Jackson in the molestation of a 
13-year-old cancer survivor. Jackson 
was acquitted in the case. 

The FBI reviewed case notes 


Backstory 

The FBI documents about Michael 
Jackson, which date from 1992 to 
2005, were made public Tuesday 
through a Freedom of Information 
Act request from The Associated 
Press and other media after the pop 
star’s death on June 25 at age 50. 
The FBI initially said it had about 
600 pages in its files but released 
333 pages, citing privacy rules and 
the desire to protect investigative 
techniques, (ap) 


from local authorities and exam- 
ined 16 computers taken from Jack- 
son’s home. Nothing notable was 
described as being found. 

In September 1993, an FBI agent 
in London told colleagues in Los 
Angeles that the British press was 
reporting that a man was alleg- 
ing he had held a sexually charged 
phone call with Jackson in 1979, 
when the man was 13 and Jack- 
son was 20. Aside from asking the 
information be passed on to author- 
ities in Los Angeles, the FBI agent 
noted that no further action was 
being taken, hillel italie (ap)

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP 

Israel Issues Demands 
For Hamas Prisoner Swap 

Israel delivered its counter-demands 
Tuesday for a deal with Hamas to ex- 
change about 1,000 Palestinian pris- 
oners for a single Israeli soldier held 
captive by Gaza militants for more than 
three years. Israel insists on expelling 
some West Bank-born prisoners to the 
Hamas-ruled Gaza Strip or abroad and 
balks at releasing some inmates high 
on the Hamas wish list, said a senior 
Hamas official who spoke on condition 
of anonymity. It wasn’t clear how soon 
Hamas would respond, (ap) 

PARIS 

Eurostar Trains Resume 

Eurostar scrambled to get tens of 
thousands of passengers home for the 
holidays as it resumed service of high- 
speed trains under the English Channel 
on Tuesday, four days after a service 
shutdown caused by snow. The first train 
pulled out of Paris’ Gare du Nord station 
in the morning carrying 750 passengers, 
many of whom had been stranded since 
the rail link between Britain, France and 
Belgium was suspended Saturday, (ap)

France to Compensate 
Victims of Nuclear Tests 

France’s parliament on Tuesday passed 
a law to compensate victims of nuclear 
tests in Algeria and the South Pacific, a 
response to decades of complaints by 
people sickened by radiation. The law 
cleared France’s Senate on Tuesday. 
It recognizes the rights of victims of 
more than 200 nuclear tests to seek 
payouts, (ap) 


Blast Targets Media in Pakistan 

Suicide attack kills 
three near press club 
in northwestern city 


Peshawar, Pakistan 

A suicide bomber struck Tuesday 
outside a press club in the north- 
western city of Peshawar, killing 
three people and wounding 17 in an 
attack that underscored the danger 
to journalists trying to cover Paki- 
stan’s Taliban-led insurgency. 

Militants have threatened, 
attacked and killed journalists in an 
attempt to prevent reporting they 
deem critical of the Taliban, and 
journalists also say they face pres- 
sure from government operatives 
trying to influence coverage. 

The combination has made Paki- 
stan one of the most dangerous envi- 
ronments in which to work, rivaling 
conflict zones such as Iraq and Soma- 
lia, according to media watchdogs. 
Tuesday’s attack, one of the most seri- 
ous yet against journalists in Paki- 
stan, drove home that point. 

A policeman tried to search the 
suicide bomber as he approached 
the press club’s gate, but the man 
resisted and was able to trigger his 


Meanwhile ••• 

A Pakistani court has ordered the 
noses and ears of two men cut off af- 
ter they did the same thing to a wom- 
an whose family spurned a marriage 
proposal by one of the men, a pros- 
ecutor said Tuesday. The court in La- 
hore said it was applying Islamic law 
by ordering the punishment, (ap) 


explosives, said the city’s police 
chief, Liaquat Ali Khan. The dead 
included the officer and an accoun- 
tant who worked for the press club, 
authorities said. 

A woman who was at the site 
died of cardiac arrest caused by 
the shock of the bombing, said Dr. 
Sahib Gul at a hospital in Peshawar 
where casualties were taken. Sev- 
enteen other people were wounded, 


including one photographer hurt 
by flying shrapnel. Many of the 
wounded were on a bus that was 
passing the press club, Gul said. 

“Journalists have played a vital 
role in our war by exposing the 
terrorists, so they are on the tar- 
get list,” said Mian Iftikhar Hus- 
sain, the information minister for 
the North West Frontier Province.

Ahmadinejad Dismisses Deadline on Nukes 


U.S. warns Iranian 
leader to take threat 
of sanctions seriously 

Tehran, Iran 

Iran’s president on Tuesday dis- 
missed a year-end deadline set by 
the Obama administration and 
the West for Tehran to accept a 
U.N.-drafted deal to swap enriched 
uranium for nuclear fuel. The Unit- 
ed States warned Iran to take the 
deadline seriously. 

Mahmoud Ahmadinejad also 
accused the U.S. of fabricating an Ira- 
nian secret document that appears 
to lay out a plan for developing a key 


component of an atomic bomb. 

Ahmadinejad’s remarks under- 
scored Tehran’s defiance in the 
nuclear standoff — and also sought 
to send a message that his govern- 
ment has not been weakened by the 
protest movement sparked by June’s 
disputed presidential election. He 
spoke a day after an opposition pro- 
test by tens of thousands. 

President Obama has set a 
rough deadline of the end of this 
year for Iran to respond to an offer 
of dialogue on the nuclear issue. 
Washington and its allies are warn- 
ing of new, tougher sanctions on 
Iran if it doesn’t respond. 

The U.N.-proposed deal is the 
centerpiece of the West’s diplomat-

ic effort. Under the deal, Tehran 
would ship most of its stockpile of 
low-enriched uranium abroad to 
be processed into fuel rods, which 
would ease the West’s fears that the 
material could be used to produce 
a nuclear weapon. 

Iran, which denies it seeks to 
build a bomb, has balked at the 
deal’s terms. The internation- 
al community can give Iran “as 
many deadlines as they want; we 
don’t care,” Ahmadinejad said in a 
speech in Shiraz. 

The U.S. responded sternly. “It 
is a very real deadline for the inter- 
national community,” said White 
House press secretary Robert

Gunmen kill family 
of marine honored 
for role in drug raid 

Mexico City 

Gunmen mowed down the fami- 
ly of a Mexican marine just hours 
after the military honored him as a 
national hero for losing his life in a 
raid that took down powerful drug 
kingpin Arturo Beltran Leyva. 

The brazen pre-dawn attack 
happened Tuesday at the home 
of fallen marine Melquisedet 
Angulo in the town of Paraiso in 
the Gulf Coast state of Tabasco, 
police said. 

Hit men linked to Beltran Leyva’s 
cartel have a strong presence in the 
state and are believed to be behind 
the slayings of Angulo’s mother, his 
two of his siblings and his aunt, fed- 
eral officials said Tuesday. 

President Felipe Calderon called 
the attack “a cowardly act” and 
vowed to press forward with his 
nationwide drug fight involving 
more than 45,000 troops. 

“Those who act like this deserve 
the unanimous repudiation of soci- 
ety, and they must pay for their 
crime,” he said Tuesday.

Angulo and Beltran Leyva were 
both killed during a shootout last 
week between marines and the car- 
tel at an apartment complex in the 
colonial city of Cuernavaca, south 


of Mexico City. 

Federal officials had warned 
that the power vacuum Beltran 
Leyva’s death left could unleash 
more violence. 

Beltran Leyva was among the 
most-wanted drug lords in both 
Mexico and the U.S. and is the big- 
gest trafficker taken down by the 
Calderon administration so far. 

U.S. Drug Enforcement Admin- 
istration officials said Beltran Ley- 
va’s cartel has been responsible 
for much of the bloodshed across 
Mexico, in which more than 15,000 
people have been killed since 2006.

Warsaw, Poland 

A foreigner outside Poland com- 
missioned the brazen theft of the 
infamous Auschwitz sign “Arbeit 
Macht Frei” (“Work Sets You Free”), 
and detectives must expand their 
investigation beyond the country’s 
borders, officials said. 

In a bid to learn more about the 
escapade, the investigators held an 
re-enactment of the theft by the 
three men who confessed to tak- 
ing the sign from the former Nazi 
death camp at Auschwitz. 

Based on the evidence gathered 
since the theft Friday, the crime 
was commissioned by a “person 
living outside Poland,” and police 


were seeking help from Interpol 
and others as they investigate, said 
Artur Wrona, the chief prosecutor 
in Krakow. 

Polish media have reported, 
without citing any sources, that 
someone in Sweden could be under 
suspicion, but Wrona refused to 
confirm or deny the claims. 

In Stockholm, a Swedish police 
official said Swedish police have not 
been contacted about any links. 

Despite the specter of an inter- 
national link to the crime, Wrona 
said the investigation so far had 
exposed “glaring negligence” in the 
security system at the Auschwitz 
museum that let the burglars act

Turning a New Page 

Traditionalists want to stop it, but the shift to digital books is gaining speed 


Technology 

Jeremy Manore, an 18-year-old from 
central New Jersey, subscribes to 
several magazines and reads books 
constantly — John Steinbeck and 
F. Scott Fitzgerald are among his 
favorites. When he came home 
from his Massachusetts board- 
ing school for Thanksgiving, Jer- 
emy brought three books to read, 
his mother, Sandy Manore, says. 
But he wasn’t carting heavy vol- 
umes in a backpack. 

Instead, he’d checked out a Kin- 
dle — a wireless reading device - 
from his school library. Jeremy’s 
school, Cushing Academy in Ash- 
burnham, Mass., is the first in 
the U.S. to digitize its entire col- 
lection. 

Cushing’s decisive step into the 
new world of reading has put it on 
the front lines of a battle between 
traditionalists, who see the glue- 
and-paper codex as a fundamental 
part of the learning experience, and 
e-reading evangelists, who argue 
that digital text is a logical next step 
for the 21st-century student. 

“When I look at books, I see an 
outdated technology, like scrolls 
before books,” Cushing head- 
master James Tracy told the Bos- 
ton Globe in September. Ink-and- 
paper lovers flooded the comments 
section of the Globe’s Web site, 
demanding Tracy’s dismissal for 
the comment. 

“There is no humanity read-

ing a book on a computer,” wrote 
an anonymous commenter on the 
popular site ParentDish .com.

The future of online reading, Dr. Liu says, “is going to resemble 
a social-networking environment” where readers can instantly interact with the publisher, the author and the text itself. 
Sound outlandish? In some ways, the environment Liu described has already arrived. Facebook hosts several book appli- 
cations, including one where readers can promote and opine on their favorite books; the majority of authors maintain 
some sort of Twitter or Facebook presence, the better to chat with their fans. Meanwhile, sites such as SmashWords. 
com and Wattpad.com provide aspiring authors the tools to instantly publish their work. (Christian science monitor) 


beginning of 2010, American con- 
sumers will be able to choose from 
an array of plastic e-readers, includ- 
ing models from Amazon, Barnes 
& Noble, and Plastic Logic. 

E-book sales remain a minus- 
cule part of the publishing indus- 
try — just 1.4 percent of the total 
$10.9 billion sales in the first nine 
months of this year. 

But e-books will probably dom- 
inate publishing industry sales 
within 10 years, estimates Steve 
Haber, who helped develop the 
Sony Reader. “It’s been building 
up for a year or so, but going into 
the [2009] holiday season, it’s sud- 
denly mass exposure, multiple play- 
ers in the market, multiple players 
rumored to be coming into the mar- 
ket. And that’s what drives inno- 
vation. Every year from now on is 
going to be a leap ahead.” 

As the friction over Cushing’s 
move demonstrates, the transition 
to digital texts won’t be painless. 
Books occupy a different place in 
American culture than TV or mov- 
ies. Sacrosanct objects, they are 
symbols of universal knowledge. 
The idea that books could eventu- 
ally become just another electron- 
ic commodity strikes many read- 
ers as repugnant. 

But the hyperbolic tone of the 
debate surrounding e-books threat- 
ens to drown out what’s so prom- 
ising about reading online. Digiti- 
zation has the potential to make us 
better readers — we can read more, 
and we can read it faster. 

“We attach this mysticism and 
exoticism to the book,” says Chris- 
topher Harris, a librarian. “‘Only 
the book can hold this power,’ 
we say. Well, that’s just not right. 
You can put a book on an iPod 
or a Kindle. It’s the same story 
isn’t it? Is there really something 
mystical about printing a book

Beleaguered coach 
says he’s not focused 
on his job security 

The Redskins 

Jim Zorn awoke Tuesday morning, 
still the coach of the Washington 
Redskins. But by now, late in his 
second season as a head coach, 
the list of questions with which 
he must deal is far more compli- 
cated than why a play worked or 
failed or whether an injured play- 
er might return. 

Zorn’s Tuesday, then, included 
dealing with the aftermath of Mon- 
day’s embarrassing 45-12 home loss 
to the New York Giants; answering 
questions about how one of his staff 
members has interviewed for the 
job he currently holds; wondering 
what star defensive tackle Albert 
Haynesworth meant when he said, 
“We need somebody to lead us in 
the right direction;” and somehow 
focusing on the penultimate game 
of the season — one that is, most 
likely, the second-to-last game of 
his career as Redskins coach. 


When told at an Tuesday’s 
news conference that some players 
believed the distractions of the past 
few weeks — which also include last 
week’s change from Vinny Cerrato 
Bruce Allen as general manager — 
finally caught up with the coaching 
staff, Zorn said, “I would disagree 
with that.” 

But with two games left for the 
4-10 Redskins, Zorn said he is trying 
to ignore reports that his ouster will 
come swiftly at season’s end and that 
the most likely replacement is for- 
mer Denver coach Mike Shanahan. 
Jerry Gray, his secondary coach, has 
interviewed for Zorn’s job, according 
to multiple sources. Zorn, though, 
said Tuesday that such a develop- 
ment would bother him only “if I 


allowed it to bother me.” 

Gray’s interview for Zorn’s job 
would allow the Redskins to move 
more swiftly in hiring a replacement, 
because any team replacing its coach 
must interview at least one minori- 
ty candidate, a stipulation of the so- 
called “Rooney Rule.” Gray, who is 
black, would not address his inter- 
view Monday night. 

Zorn was asked whether he 
would seek out information from his 
assistants on whether they were pur- 
suing jobs behind his back. He said 
he was trying to focus on the tradi- 
tional parameters of his job.

More Like ‘Jersey Bore’ 


The home of MTV’s 
‘Jersey Shore’ claims 
it’s nothing like the 
show’s depiction 


Television 

On MTV’s reality television show 
“Jersey Shore,” the Beachcomber 
Bar is a place where the clothes are 
skimpy and punches can fly. 

But there’s another reality in 
the resort town of Seaside Heights, 
the setting of the show about eight 
buff, tanned 20-somethings and the 
havoc they create living together 
in a posh home. 

As the show airs, the town of 
about 3,100 year-round residents 
is hushed. Most of the boardwalk 
businesses are closed. The Fer- 
ris wheel and carnival games are 
shuttered.

Residents say this just isn’t the 
same place as the one on the show, 
which was filmed in the summer 
when the town’s population grows 
tenfold with families at the beach 
by day and a sometimes wild club 
scene by night. 

Just as one group of Italian 
Americans has protested, claiming 
the show gives them a bad name,

many locals think it smears the 
community. 

“You’re trying to create a family 
town, and you got a bunch of kids 
acting very rude, and it doesn’t 
create a good image,” said local 
John LaStalla. 

Even before the show debuted 
Dec. 3, the New Jersey-based Ital- 
ian-American service organization 
UNICO National called on MTV to 
cancel it, deeming it offensive and 
reliant on crude stereotypes. 

Since then, MTV has stopped 
referring to the “Jersey Shore” cast 
as guidos in its promos — even 
though cast members frequently 
and proudly call themselves such. 

While the stars are making the 
publicity rounds, the Beachcomb- 
er Bar is as desolate as the board- 
walk. Bar manager Mike Carbone 
said pretty much everyone who

THE PRINCESS AND THE FROG (G, 95 
minutes) Few movies have been greeted 
with as much anticipation— and outright 
apprehension— as Disney’s first animat- 
ed movietofeaturea black princess.

of millions of dollars at it. (dk) 

UP IN THE AIR (R, 109 minutes) There 


are fewthings more sublime than George 
Clooney in his comfort zone, and when it 
happens, the best advice is to sit back, 
relax and enjoy the flight. In this case, 
literally: Clooney plays Ryan Bingham, 
a corporate downsizer who spends most 
of his life in airplanes. It is a smart, alert, 
supremely entertaining movie, in which 
Reitman toggles between comedy and 
drama, satire and soul, with the aplomb of
